area this week. Chi f,ks averag­ 
ing $14.50 went out just in time 
for Christmas shopping. 
One of the largest checks went 
to the Southwest Texas Junior 
College, which received $726.76. 
Some were as low as 2 cents, and 
a number of checks 
are being 
held for people who have moved 
and left no forwarding address. 
At the regular meeting of the 
Board of Directors, held in Nov­ 
ember, the Directors voted un­ 
animously to make 
the second 
Capital Credit r e f u n d to 
the 
members of Medina Electric Co­ 
operative who were using power 
through the years prior to and in­ 
cluding 1951. 
The other equities of the Co­ 
operative, earned by the mem. 
bors and credited to them since 
1951, are retained by the Cooper­ 
ative and invested 
in order to 
keep a cash reserve available for 
possible emergencies; 
emergen­ 
cies such as storm damage, hur- 
County Ranks 
Second In 
Traffic Mishaps 


Medina County had the doubt­ 
ful distinction of being second 
only to Bexar County in the num­ 
ber of traffic accidents reported 
for November by the Texas High­ 
way Patrol in the San Antonio 
District, which includes 18 coun­ 
ties. 
Bexar County reported 27 ac­ 
cidents; Medina County listed 20 
which caused the death of two 
people, the injury of four and 
property damage amounting 
to 
$16,019. 
This data is for rural areas out­

this cash refund possible. 


The Board of Directors stated 
that although this cash refund is 
being made in this year, it does 
not have any relation to the posi­ 
tion of the Cooperative for the 
year 1957. It is 
most probable 
that there will not be a dividend 
paid in 1958 since the year 1957 
has not been a normal year due 
to the excessive rainfall. 


The Cooperative is set up to 
furnish e l e c t r i c 
service, 
of 
the best possible service, at the 
lowest possible cost and all in­ 
come received from electric ser­ 
vice over and beyond the cost of 
bringing the service to the mem­ 
bers is set up yearly on the books 
of the Cooperative as a Capital 
Credit. Capital Credits 
are 
al­ 
located in direct 
proportion 
to 
the amount of money paid into 
the Cooperative each 
year 
by 
each member 
for 
the 
electric 
service used. In this manner, the 
Capital Credit is always in line 
with the amount of power pur­ 
chased 
and 
paid 
for.

mental impairment. 


His condition must be not like­ 
ly to change, or be progressive 
and not responsive to treatment, 
or require treatment that is con­ 
tinuous, extremely hazardous or 
of questionable benefit. The con­ 
dition must make him and invalid 
or necessitate considerable help 
from others in getting about. 


Persons who meet the above 
requirements are considered to 
be permanently aud totaii> dis­ 
abled.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


The Governor's Traffic Safe­ 
ty Council, in a special meeting 
December 5, voted to ask every 
newspaper, radio and television 
station to join hands in a con­ 
certed campaign to reduce the 
slaughter on our streets and 
highways during the Christmas 
holiday season. 
During December of last year 
252 people were killed in traffic 
accidents on our streets and 
highways. Of this number, 108 
were killed during the Christ­ 
mas period. Unless every citi­ 
zen does something to stop this 
slaughter, the 
Department of 
Public Safety predicts that 113 
people will be killed in traffic 
accidents 
during 
this 
year’s 
holiday period. 
The public information chan­ 
nels of our State have a key 
role in the drive to save lives. 
We urgently request that your 
safety campaigns be intensified 
in these remaining days of 1957, 
for there is a definite goal in 
sight. The Department of Public 
Safety reports there is an ex­ 
cellent chance that this State’s 
1957 fatality total can be IOO 


less than last year’s record of 
2,611 lives lost in accidents — 
provided that the p u b l i c is 
made aware of this critical pro­ 
blem and renders its support 
during the remainder of this 
month. 
, 


I am sure that your local 
police chiefs, prosecutors and 
Highway Patrol personnel will 
give you every assistance in 
telling the story of traffic safe­ 
ty to thi‘ citizens of your area.

He stated that he had 
received information of a sch­ 
em e to rob me, and that a par­ 
ty of men had left that city with 
the intention to waylay me. He 
advised me to be on my guard 
and not travel at night, as it

ceived a letter form John Ken­ 
edy, of Sabinal, 
at the sam e 
time, in which he com m unica­ 
ted the fact that a party of 
eight men of questionable ap- 
pearence had spent the night at 
his ranch, and the next morn­ 
ing, as it 
was 
necessary for 


him to go to Fort Clark, he ac­ 
companied them to Uvalde, a 
distance of twenty m iles, where 
they took the Eagle Pass road. 
When on the way they 
asked 
him if he was acquainted with 
my schedule tim e between Chi- 
chon and Turkey Creek; also 
if I carried much money over 
the route, and many other ques­ 
tions which excited his suspic­ 
ions. Ile also warned me to be 
on my guard because he was 
convinced that the men intend­ 
ed to attack m e som ewhere be­ 
tween the points designated. 


“ These warnings of my fri­ 
ends made me cautious and I 
took their advice by changing 
my usual program. It was my 
custom 
to drive 
the 
twenty- 
seven 
m iles 
between 
Eagle 
Pass and Chichon before dark, 
stopped there until two o’clock 
the 
following 
morning, 
and 
$5 
generally, I arrived at Turkey 
Creek about five o’clock a.m ., 
but on that trip I did not start 
from Chicon until seven o’clock 
and we resum ed our 
journey 
with the expectation of having 
an exciting tim e. 
I took my 
seat on the outside of the stage 
with my extra man and driver, 
where I could look out for the 
robbers and be 
prepared 
for 
anything 
that 
might 
happen. 
On the inside of the coach were 
m y four passengers, Mr. 
Gil- 
boan, the father of Mrs. Bryan 
Callahan, who is the wife of the 
present Mayor of San Antonio; 
Mr. Fernando Garza, 
also 
of 
San Antonio, and Messrs. N ich­ 
olas Burke and Jim Riddle of 
Eagle Pass. We were all well 
armed with Winchester rifles, 


which were placed where they 
would be ready for use at a 
m om ent’s notice. 
“ We were all determined to 
give the highwaymen a warm 
reception in 
the event of an 
encounter, and a strict watch 
was kept ahead, but nothing oc­ 
curred to excite suspicion un­ 
til
